•pen market and a predetermined 


%"farm price." 


"I have always thought this 


subsidy business was a fraud," 
Taft declared. "It enables the ad- 
ministration to promise a farmer 
high prices and a consumer low 
prices at the same time. 


Taxpayer Pays 


"The idea is that the difference 


is charged to the taxpayers, but 
In the long run the consumer and 
the fanner pay most of the taxes 


,land so they really do not get the 


benefits which are promised them. 
In fact, they get a bill for the 
benefits almost before they receive 
them." 


Taft's Grand Forks talk was 


billed in advance by his aides as a 
major farm address. The Ohioan 
has said he won't deci* until 
later in the year whether he will 
actively seek the 1952 Republican 
presidential nomination. 


Iff 
Taft said supports ought not to 


be too high, lest they bring acre- 
age limitations i»id marketing 
quotas on every major product. 


War Useless 


In Minneapolis last night, Taft 


said the U.S. is "fighting a use- 
less war in Korea" because "the 
Russian threat is just as great 
as it was before we undertook this 
operation."

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Taft-Eisenhower Battle for GOP 


Nomination Is Foreseen 


• 
The report of Rep. Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania on his 


recent visit to General Eisenhower is the most important in- 
dication thus far gained of the general's political intentions. 


If Scott is reporting accurately what "Ike" said and how 


he acted, then it seems justifiable to conclude that he re- 
gards himself as a Republican and that He is willing to be a 
candidate for the GOP presidential nomination in 1952. 


Here are the crucial parts of Scott's account: 
He told the general the people who are working for his 


candidacy have a right—at the very minimum—to assur- 
ances that the rug won't be pulled from under them by any 
statement disavowing presidential intentions. 


Eisenhower answered that he is engaged in a tremen- 


dously vital task which he took on at considerable personal 
risk and sacrifice. He added that if Scott's friends in the 
United States believe their goal is worth pursuing,, they, too, 
ought to be willing to take whatever risks are involved in that 
pursuit. 


Scott then said he would accept that, and told Eisen- 


hower he assumed he would continue doing what he had 
been doing up to now—work for the general's nomination. 
To this the general did not assent verbally. But neither did 
he offer objection. 


Eisenhower later called Scott's attention to a recent ar- 


ticle in a Washington newspaper which flatly stated the gen- 
eral would make no statement and take no action of any kind 
at any time to get the nomination. He said this was a clear 
statement of his position. 


The only sane conclusion to be drawn from this account 


—always assuming its accuracy—is that Eisenhower will take 
the nomination if he is genuinely drafted, but will do abso- 
lutely nothing by word or sign to further that end. 


This is perhaps not the kind of active cooperation his 


ardent followers would wish for. but it is nevertheless a 
green light. For the general fully understands the effort 
being made now in his behalf, and he has not acted in any 
way to curb it. The tacit assent his supporters need as a 
minimum assurance has been won. 


Whether this is enough to capture the nomination for 


him is another question. Eisenhower's popularity with the 
public is beyond doubt,.but the public seldom plays a large 
role in nomination. The professional politicians govern con- 
vention tactics. And unless "Ike" can go into the Chicago 
conclave with -a really substantial block of delegates, his 
finances are slender. 


Only one candidate in modern American times was truly 


drafted: Charles Evans Hughes. In 1916 he was on the su- 
preme court; Though he made no statement and eschewed 
all political activity, he gained the GOP nomination against 
the later victorious Woodrow Wilson. 


But speculation on the outcome of the 1952 Republican 


sweepstakes is fruitless. The significant development at this 
moment is that Eisenhower seems definitely in the race and 
that the Taft vs. Eisenhower battle long forecast is fast be- 
coming a reality. 
We Can Never Take Our Eyes Off Reds 


Whenever the West's victories over Russia in the Cold 


War are toted up, the repute of Greece's Communist guer- 
rillas is inevitably cited. And there can be no question that 
the crushing of Red rebels was real. 


Nevertheless, a recent report to the United Nations 


shows that the free world's work against communism is never 
done. Defeated in one arena, by one tactic, the Reds absorb 
their licking, plan new strategy and try again. 


The UN's Balkan "watchdog" committee reports that six 


Soviet satellite countries are busy either training new guer- 
rillas or aggressively propagandizing against the regular 
Greek government Red tactics, said the committee, have 
changed from large scale military activity to infiltration, 
sabotage, espionage and underground activity. 


So again we see the vigilance against communism must 


be tireless. No victory against the Reds is ever quite final 
so long as they are alive to try again.

>f a drug which is useful will 
iroduce harm to a person if given 
n too large quantities; in other 
cases a drug which is perfectly 
afe for most people causes un- 
desirable effects in others. This is 
he reason why physicians hesitate 
o much to say any drug Is per- 
ectly safe, and cannot produce 
any ill effects whatever. 


If a person really wants the 


truth in an answer to such a ques- 
tion, he will have to understand 
that the answer can't always be 
absolute.

Hand Is Key to Proper Play 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 
Written (or NEA Service 


In my last column I discussed 


the advisability of melding early 
from your hand if you need only 
50 points when the opponents need 
120 points for the initial meld. I 
don't recommend an early meld on 
every type of hand even in this 
favorable situation. 


For example, suppose you hold: 
Joker A Q-Q 10-10-10 7-7 6-5-a. 


You have just drawn, and you 
must decide whether or not to 
meld. Nobody could really kill 
you for melding the joker with a 
pair of tens, but this would not be 
your best course of action. 


With three pairs you are In ex- 


cellent shape to fight for the dis- 
card pile. Why weaken 
your 


chance against opponents who arc 
fighting at a disadvantage? The 
best play, in my opinion, is to dis- 
card one of the tens. 


This may persuade your right- 


hand opponent to throw a ten to 
you fairly soon. However, even if 
the trap play doesn't work, this 
discard leaves more room in your 
hand to accumulate other pairs. A 
third argument in its favor Is that 
If the ten turns out to be a safe 
discard you may want to discard 
other tens in the hope that your 
side can win the pack before the 
opponents can do so. 


The general principle Is very 


simple. When you have as many 
aa three pairs In your hand, and 
when you have no difficulty in 
making the count, you have a fine 
chance to win the discard pile. 
With such hands, play for the 
pack, 


Tht reverse is true when you 


have only one set of matched 
cards in your hand. This gives you 
very little chance to win the pack. 
With such hands you must either 
play for a fast out or you must try 
to help your partner. 
' For example, you may hold four 
or five kings and some wild cards. 
That gives you a play for out, i 
you meld early and try to meld 
out as quickly as possible. 
» 


If you have nothing valuable 


at all, no pairs and not even any 
real concentration, such as four of 
a kind, you must play defensively. 
Your only hope is that your part- 
ner has a good hand, and you must 
watch his discards like a hawk so 
as to be ready to help him when 
the time comes.

WASHINGTON — (AP)— The 


agriculture department is joining 
several states in an effort to check 
a disease that threatens to wipe 
out the stately oak tree. 


It is called oak wilt.. It is a 


disease spread by a fungus. Once 
wilt attacks a tree, it is short- 
lived. 


Spread Widely 


The disease has spread widely 


since first sizeable infections were 
discovered several years ago in 
the Missouri Ozark mountains. It 
now threatens a third of the hard- 
wood euw timber in the eastern 
half of the country, • worth bil- 
lions of dollars. 


Wilt is now known to be present 


in localities in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota. 
Nebraska, Iowa, 
Illinois, 


Missouri, Ohio, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Indiana. Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia. Virginia. North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Maryland. 
Largest known infected areas are 
in Missouri and Arkiinsas.

Give Symptom* 


In Red Oaks the disease first 


appears in the upper crown. The 
leaves turn a light dull green and 
curl upward. Before falling they 
become yellow or reddish brown. 
In White and Burr oaks, symp- 
toms usually show up on one or 
more branches in the top of the 
tree. Leaves turn brown or dark 
green 
and may appear water 


soaked. As the disease spreads it 
kills the tree, the stump and the 
sprouts, within a year.
